By this token the nomfpee ought 
to have the freedom of country and town 
during the canvass--the freedom of the 
blacksmith shops—the freedom of the bar- 
roome—the freedom of the inns, toll-gates 
and livery stables. The editor votes like 
other men. He pays his quota of money 
raised for party purposcs like other men. 
He works and writes for his party as few 
other men do; and then he is coolly told 
that, though everybody else is paid, he 
must make no charge fer advertising, 
which is not a spiritual but a purely com- 
mercial branch of his business. 

The fact that such charges, have never 
been made is no argument that they ought 
not to be made. We should never have a 
correction of ancient abuses if every 
ctiort at fair and rational reform should 
be dismissed in this fashion. Nor is the 
Yeoutan’s plea, that we might, with equal 
justice charge for the publitation of the 
Presidential ticket as for the Stute ticket, 
an argument, except against itself. The 
Presidential ticket, which will appear 
next yearin the CoURIER-JOURNAL, will 
not be paid for, because there will be 
nobody to pay for it, and because we 
shall contribute it as our gratnity to our 
party over and above what other men pay, 
and also over and above what we ourselves 
contribute in our own persons, as indi- 
vidual members. It is a tax which, if in- 
flicted on the rank and file of the party, 
would raise little less than a revolt. The 
daily and weekly editions of the CouRIER- 
JOURNAL now issue nearly a hundred thou- 
sand copies inclusive every week, averaging 
a little less than. half a million a month.

as any one else?

“That if any person by foree, bribery, 
threats, intimidation, or other unlawful means, 
shall hinder, delay, prevent, or obstruct, or shall 
combine and confederate with others, to hinder, 
delay, prevent, or obstruct any citizen from 
doing any act required to be done to qualify him 
to vote, or from voting at any election, &., 40. 
shall pay $600 to the party aggrieved, besides 
bis attorney's fee and costs, and shall also be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined not leas than $500, or 
be imprisoned not lesa than one month and not 
more than one year, or both, at the discretion of 
the court.” It will be observed that the lowest 
fine which can be inflicted for a violation of this 
act of Congress is $500, and the fine may be any 
amount no matter how great; and the shortest 
time of imprisonment under the act is one 
‘month, but may be as long as twelve months, and 
the violator of this act may be punished dott by 
a heavy nne and one year’s imprisonment.

The judges, it seems, wrongfully decided that, 
as the applicants had not resided in the county 
one year next preceding the election, although 
they may have been residents of the 
State for a long series of years, were 
not entitled to vote. In this they 
were clearly in error, though it was an error in- 
to which many have fallen in the construction of 
this section of the constitution. 


behalf of the defendants: 

First—That there was no intent on the part 
of the judges to violate either the act of Con- 
gress or the constitution of the State, because 
the evidence showed a strict impartiality in ad- 
ministering their interpretation of the law with- 
out respect to race, color, or party. 

Second—-That no crime or offense could be 
committed without a combination of the intent 
to commit the act, and the commission thereof, 
and that there was on the part of the judges no 
intent to violate any law or deprive any party of 
_any right when the votes were refused. 

Third—That if the law did presume an unlaw- 
ful intent upon their part by such refusal, such 

presumption was rebutted by the evidence, 
which clearly showed the sbeence of such in- 


tent. 

Fourth—That the means employed to “hinder, 
delay, prevent or obstruct” a citizen from 
must be of the nature of “force,” or bribery, 
. or threats, or “intimidation,” or of a lite nature, 
for the act which declares that he who shall by 
“force, bribery, threats, intimidation, or other 
unlaufSul means, shall,” &c,, means that he who 
shall employ any such means as “force, bribery, 
threats, intimidation,“ or any means of a like na- 
ture, and that the judges in deciding that the 
parties could not vote had not used any such 
means, and if they had erred in their construc- 
tion of the law, they bad only done what other 
judges had often done before and upon similar 
occasions, and in the same ward and precinct 
for years past.
